Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Water Department, Trustees of Trust 
Funds, North Stratford Library, and Baldwin Trust Fund In- 
come Account. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets—December 31, 1959-December 

31, 1960: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1959 and 
December 31, 1960, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indi- 
cated therein, the Surplus increased by $6,084.80, from $9,- 
241.42 to $15,326.22, in 1960.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as en- 
tries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expendi- 
tures verfied. Book balances were verified by comparison 
with reconciled bank balances made from statements obitain- 
ed from depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes 
was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indi- 
cated by the Collector’s records. The amounts of uncollect- 
ed and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are 
therefore subject to any changes which may be necessitated 
by the return of verification notices.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1960-1961 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratford: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superintend- 
ent of Schools. Financial and statistical data are kept at a 
minimum in order to give you information about the new 
construction. Evidence is at hand to show that practically 
all men, women, and children having an interest in the school 
have visited the building and have been pleased with the 
new additions. 

As stated in my last annual report the original plans call- 
ed for a concrete floor in the auditorium and gymnasium 
with the possibility of tile being added later. Plywood 
Products had just offered to furnish the material for a hard- 
wood floor. On June 9 the Board was called together with 
the architect and general contractor and advised that if a 
wood floor was to be installed certain changes in the base 
structure must be made. 

(A) Sub grade must be lowered four inches 

(B) A sub floor of concrete four inches thick must: be 

installed 

(C) Treated 2 in. by 3 in. wood sleepers must be installed 

and leveled over a two ply waterproofed membrane 

(D) Bituminous concrete must be furnished to fill the 

space between 

(E) Wood sub flooring furnished by the district must be 

installed 

(F) Contractor must furnish and install felt, and install 

finished hardwood flooring (donated by Plywood 
Products) 

(G) Contractor must furnish and install angle iron peri- 

meter around room 

The contractor offered a contractual price of $3,800.00 for 
the items enumerated. There was not time enough to call 
a special district meeting. It was imperative for the Board 
to make an immediate and favorable decision if the school 
was to take advantage of the offer made by Plywood Prod- 
ucts to furnish the flooring. 

After some little discussion the Board voted to approve 
and issued the change order as of June 13. This decision 
carried with it the necessity of providing for the sub floor 
at $1,084.26, plus floor finish at $975.60. 

At the time it seemed probable that these extra amounts 
could be met by the increase in tuition income over last year. 
Later, however, the Board was notified that most of the 
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Maidstone tuition pupils would be attending Groveton schools. 
This made available approximately $4,400.00 less than was 
anticipated and makes necessary the deficiency appropriation 
called for at this year’s meeting. 

The School Board deems it wise to ask for the amount 
called for in the additional cost involved in the wood floor 
but such part of this amount that is not used before June 30 
will automatically be credited on next year’s account and 
will reduce a like amount the sum necessary to be raised by 
taxation. 

A complete cost accounting of the new construction fol- 
lows. Please note that these expenditures cover a three year 
period and are not reconcilable with any given year. Also, 
please note that we have been assured State building aid in 
the amount of 30% of $31,230.06 in excess of the 30% of 
$115,000.00 that was first promised. Both of these amounts 
will be over a twenty year period. 

The school program and school personnel have been favor- 
ably motivated by the new facilities. Already we have new 
and wider opportunities for our young people. The district 
is to be complimented for this fine addition to its school 
offerings.
